WHY KEEP YOUR OLD TONSILS 

That the tdnsil has no function and 
serves no useful purpose is an as- 
sumption which is not warranted at 
present, but even if we assume that 
the tonsil may contribute something 
toward natural immunity against the 
respiratory infections (and this is 
only an assumption which has not 
been definitely proved), there is a 
reasonable assumption which must 
go along with that, namely, that the 
suppositious - or hypothetical protec- 
tive fuction of the , tonsil is lost 


when the tonsil becomes badly dam- 
aged by infection or disease or wasted 
and shrunken by atrophy. 

There is some reason to believe that 
the normal tonsil, at least in early 
childhood, may produce and constantly 
send into the throat mucous or secre- 
tions and thence into the saliva nu- 
merous phagocytic cells called salivary 


/ corpuscles, which ingest and destroy 


disease germs. ‘These corpuscles find 
their way out of the substance of 
the tonsils by way of the little open- 
ings or crypts which dip into the 
tonsil from the surface.

Brings Warning 
To Use Anti-Toxin 


City health officials Tuesday urged 
that children be administered posi- 
tive diplitheria toxin anti-toxin: im- 
mediately in order to immunize them 
from the ravages of that disease which 
during the past week attacked 24 At- 
lantans. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, health officer, 
declared that inoculation should be 
made at once since it takes this type 
of inoculation about six weeks to 
take full effect. For the p&st several 
weeks the disease has been spread- 
ing at the rate of from 12 to 18 
cases a week. 

Although the disease is under con- 
trol, yet it is better to take all pre- 
cautions possible, Dr. Kennedy 
warned. The toxin anti-toxin renders 
the patient permanently immune if 
taken before exposure.
